Activities for All 


The Yorba Linda Recreation 
Department's Fall Program offers 
something for any age. The program 
includes some activities for children, 
some for adults and some for both 
youth and adults. 

One children’s activity is Tiny 
Tots, consisting of two classes. One 
class is held each Monday and 
Wednesday from 9:30-11 a.m. at 
First Baptist Church, beginning 
September 27. The registration fee 
is $16.50 for eight weeks. The other 
class meets each Thursday from 
9:30-11:30 a.m. at First Baptist 
Church. It starts September 30. The 
registration fee is $11.50 for eight 
weeks. 

Two other classes for children are 
Beginning Ballet and Baton. Ballet 
is for girls ages 3-S and 6-10 years. It 
will be held each Saturday 
beginning October 2 at Charlotte's 
Academy.

One of these events is Flag 
Football for boys and girls in grades 
4-6 which will be held at two 
locations at Yorba Linda Junior High 
each Monday and Wednesday from 
3:30-4:45 p.m. beginning Septem- 
ber 20 and at Fairmont school each 
Tuesday and Thursday starting

p.m. The registration fee is $3.50 for 
eight weeks and includes a game 
shirt. 

Another activity for young people 
is Youth Bowling for boys and girls 
in grades S, 6, and 7, 8 beginning 
September 25.

Schools will open for approxi- 
mately 17,700 kindergarten through 
twelfth grade students in the 
Placentia Unified School District 
Monday, September 13. 

The estimated opening week 
student population is an increase of 
about 1,000 more than last year, 
continuing the district’s growth 
pattern of the last 16 years, 
according to Supt. of Schools John 
Tynes. 

Average growth in recent years 
has been about 1,000 students a 
year, and projections for the coming 
year show even greater growth, 
explained Patrick Bowman, director 
of planning and construction. 

‘‘As territory develops in the 
eastern part of our district, we can 
expect to continue our growth 
throughout the year,’’ Bowman 
said.

Roller Rink Stirs Storm

A fervent stand by Placentia 
Planning Commission Chairman Lee 
Van Gorden, may have turned the 
tide in favor of establishing a roller 
skating rink in the city of Placentia, 
in spite of strong protests of 
neighbors in the surrounding area.

I’m very concerned about 
it.”” 

J.C. Campbell Ill of Placeftia, 
who lives north of the property, 
stated: ‘‘We feel this will very

problems. There is a lot of speeding 
on Rose Drive.’’ Campbell, who is 
president of the Concerned 
Homeowners Association, added: 
‘‘We don’t think this is the best 
possible use of the property.”’ 

A Fullerton school teacher, who 
lives in the area, Alice Dial told 
commissioners: ‘This is really a 
dangerous. place for children. 
There’s a lot of traffic down Rose 
Drive and Imperial is busy all the 
time. There are no sidewalks. You 
have to waik in the street.”' 

One speaker from the Lake Park 
Mobile Home development, which is 
nearby, pointed out that there are a 
number of senior citizens in the area 
who use Rose Drive. ‘‘We do not 
think the traffic has been considered 
adequately,’’ Don Pearly empha- 
sized. 

Closing the deliberations of the 
commission, after what appeared to 
be a majority of negative comments 
by commissioners, Mrs. Van Gorden 
struck out strongly at an attempt by 
staff to continue the hearing to a 
later date. 

‘‘My phone rang off the hook 
today with people begging that the 
city put in something for the youth,”’ 
Mrs. Van Gorden related. ‘“‘If we 
can’t agree on a facility with the 
zoning as it exists, a facility that is

A slim chance...estimated at 10% 
or less...will be taken by City of 
Yorba Linda to acquire the Kountry 
Market as anew City Hall. 

Following three hours of discus- 
sion last week a majority of the 
council voted to spend between 
$5,000 and $10,000 to prepare 
preliminary renovation plans, to 
make application to the federal 
government for $1,000,000 in 
federal public works funds and to 
negotiate with the market owner for 
a lease-purchase agreement on the 
property. 

The 4-1 vote, with Councilman 
Dale Chaput dissenting, came after 
he and Mayor Henry Wedaa lost on a 
3-2 vote not to proceed with the 
project. 

Wedaa sided with Chaput but 
Councilman Doug Groot, Irwin Fried 
and Whit Cromwell wanted to take 
the chance. Wedaa, saying he 
wanted it ‘‘to look good on the 
federal level,’’ voted with the trio 
but reiterated his opposition. 

The mayor was_ even less 
optimistic than City Engineer Roy 
Stephenson on the chances of the 
city’s application for funds through 
the Public Works Employment Act 
being approved. It was Stephenson 
who said the chances were about 
10%. 

Stephenson had attended a 
workshop in Sacramento the day of 
the council meeting where Economic 
Development Agency staff explain- 
ed to representatives of govern- 
ments at various levels about the Act 
and answered their questions. 

The legislation is designed to put 
people to work, mainly on projects 
that governments had_ shelved 
because they did not have sufficient 
funds to carry them out. 

California expects to get 
$250,000,000. If Yorba Linda’s 
application for $1,000,000 of this is 
approved only a portion can be used 
for the renovation. 

Council discussed the sale of the 
Casa Loma site as a method of 
getting funds for the initial lease 
purchase agreement and rentals 
from unused portions of the building 
being used for further payments. 

The market has 30,000 square 
feet. It was estimated the city would 
need to utilize only 6,000 square 
feet. The rest could be rented, 
according to City Planner Phil 
Paxton, to city related services such 
as blueprinting, engineering, etc. 

Stephenson explained that the 
city’s application did not meet much 
of the criteria but that he had 
learned enough at the workshop to 
put the issue before the council. 

The engineer added that time is of 
the essence and that in order for the 
city to make an application an 
immediate decision was necessary. 
Five days after submittal Yorba 
Linda will know if it has received the 
approval of the regional office. If 
received the application will go to 
Washington. 

Approval there within SS days 
would mean that the city would have 
to get the project underway within 
90 days, Stephenson said. 

The grant would be for the full 
amount and would not require the 
expenditure of public funds, outside 
of the money to an architectural firm 
for the preliminary design to go with 
the application. 

Administrative assistant Brian 
Johnson and Paxton both stated 
emphatically when asked by Chaput 
and members of the audience that 
the city staff is doing its job but 
because of cramped quarters in the 
present City Hall ‘‘not with a 
maximum of efficiency."’ 

City Hall has 4,000 square feet 
and the building, being rented for 
$6,600 a year, including the trailer 
and parking lot, is 7S years old. 

Cromwell termed the proposition 
a ‘‘good investment’’. He cited the 
need to sometimes ‘‘spend money to

Dear Editor: 

Call out the Bunco Squad. There’s 
a new group of con men in town. It’s 
not the Williams group that will oil 
your roof and driveway for $500, nor 
a gang of fast talk artists working the 
pigeon drop and grabbing a widow's 
life savings. 

It’s the City Council, which splits 
3-2 at a special council meeting 
August 31, to take a gamble with 
$10,000 in city monies. These funds 
will be taken down to the federal 
race track where the latest ‘‘sure 
thing’’ in pork barrel money is 
running. 

Never mind the quoted odds 
(which the City Engineer puts at 10 
to 1 against), this plug, if it comes in, 
is going to pay us a cool million 
dollars. 

Now what are we going to do with 
a megabuck? Why, we’ll get a new 
City Hall. It won’t be your run-of-the 
mill small one either. This one will 
be a dandy. Something that befits a 
city of Yorba Linda’s stature. 

Just coincidentally it happens to 
be a building on prime commercial 
property that houses the Kountry 
Market and five small businesses. 

Are we going to buy this property 
with our windfall? Nope. We've got 
to lay out another 1/2 megabuck 
from the city till for that. 

The federal government, which 
will provide funding under Public 
Law 94-369, has edicted that none of 
these dollars are to be spent to 
acquire structures or rights-of-way. 

So we'll just enter into a cozy little 
arrangement with the owner of the 
building that'll fool the feds into 
thinking the city owns it. We'll lease 
the building for a long term with an 
option to buy. 

The staff's first guess at the 
annual cost of this lease is $50,000. 
Do this for about 20 years if we 
account for interest, and _ the 
property is the city’s. 

Now the city’s investment is up to 


around million. How are we gonna 
pay for it? It’s simple. Sell the Casa 
Loma property to pay the first year’s 
lease and we'll get the rest from 
rental income they say. 

Now ain’t that slicker than cow 
slobber! The city is going into the 
landlord business. 

The city’s needs won’t exceed 


15,000 square feet so the remaining ~ 


15,000 square feet of the building 
could be leased out to ‘‘businesses 
that are compatible with a City 
Hall.”’ 

The really neat thing about this 
approach is that our council and staff 
came up with this on their own. They 
didn’t need any outside help. None 
of this mucking about with the 
people in repeated hearings and 
meetings which delay things. 

In order to qualify for these 
federal funds, we gotta act fast or 
else it'll all be gone by the time we 
get there. There simply isn’t enough 
time for a thorough staff study and 
review by the people. 

We'll worry little things like loss 
of part of the tax base, long term 
costs and effects of the community 
later. For now let’s take the 10 thou, 
hire an expert in filling out 9 page 
federal fund application forms, get a 
quickie preliminary report from an 
architect and get in line at the 
all-or-nothing window at the federal 
racetrack. 

How sad.

A survey investigator noted: ‘‘Alcohol is obviously the drug of choice 
among young people.

A breakdown of the data, according to grade level, shows that seven per 
cent of students in grades four through six are experiencing problems with 
alcohol, 17 per cent of students in grades seven and eight, 30 per cent in 
grades nine and ten and 40 percent in grades 11 and 12. College students 
tested also showed a 40 per cent problem relationship with alcohol. 

Approximately two thirds of the interviewees had their first drink at 
home. Students interviewed came from an equal distribution of blue collar, 


white collar and professional families. 


The questions were orally 


administered to students in grades three through 16 by trained interviewers.

Listen again to the ACOC survey investigator: ‘‘Alcohol is obviously the 
drug of choice among young people.”’ Sure it is. Adults have an awful lot to 
worry about so they calm their nerves or drown their troubles with liquor. 
The impressionable sons and daughters don’t have so much to worry about 
but their parents seem to enjoy it although they act a little funny at times 
after drinking a lot of it. The parents either allow the kids to havea ‘‘little’’ or 
the youngsters manage to ‘‘sneak’’a drink. Some get to like the taste. If they 
didn’t have troubles before they haye them now. 

If you don’t think so, the next kid they find drunk and sprawled out 
somewhere may be your own son or daughter.
